IMP JRTED YEARLINGS IN OUR RACING. 

Most Fashionable Sires Abroad Represented in En- 
tries in New York Stake Races. 

Imported vearlings nominated to the recently- 
closed Belmont Park and Saratoga stake races for 
two-year-olds of 1916. form a considerable portion 
of the whole number and emphasize tbe value and 
extent of our receut bloodstock acquisitions. In 
all tlie long story of our imiiortations from tlie 
motherland of the thoroughbred, there is nothing 
approaching tlie record of 1915 in that regard. 
Its story is not yet told. Shipments are now known 
to lie on tbe high seas Isuind for our shores and 
when the details of tbe iiiqiortant Deeemlier sales 
of last week shall arrive it is exjiected they will 
reveal further purchases on account of American 
owners, of choicely-bred stallions, broodmares and 
racing stock. 

In tbe stake races referred to are tbe nomina- 
tions of tbirty-nme colts aud twenty fillies of the 
bluest blood of England's and France s most fash- 
ionable breeding. They by no means comprise the 
whole list of vearlings already brought over, or 
to lie brought over, being simply those entered in 
the events referred to. However, if it was tnie 
that they alone were the total of the years iui- 
iMirtn turn's, they would represent a gain without a 
•arallel in our turf history. Their influence ou i our 
breeding of the future is simply incalculable. Colts 
and fillies by such English sires as Polymelus, 
Ijemlierg Cicero. Rook Sand, Sundridge, Sunstar, 
Spearmint. Tredennis. Grey Leg. Aquascutum, 
\inrco Santrv. Radium. Santm. Desmond. 1 annum. 
Willouvx White Eagle. William tlie Third, Minoru 
and Dark Ronald and such French sires as Mor- 
dant. Phoenix. Uoquelaurc. Negofoi. Black Sand. 
Giueal Streplion aud Ajax, represent the introduc- 
tion of elements practically unknown to our breed- 
liur but immensely successful abroad. Not all of 
them will prove shining successes in the stud. but. 
in the nature of things, such a proportion will 
™»rtainlv do so as to make this a memorable year 
in the wav of paving the way to a signal improve- 
ment in the industry of bloodstock breeding.

Flying Fox was foaled in 1S9G, and in due course 
was sent to Kingsclere to be prepared for his en- 
gagements. It was early ascertained by John 
Porter, who had charge of numerous famous 
animals, including the Duke’s three previous Derby 
winners, that the sou of Orine was gifted with more 
than ordinary iiowers, and when he made his pub- 
lic bow in the New Stakes he commanded a good 
deal of attention. He made an auspicious start by 
winning the Ascot race — for which be started favor- 
ite — fairly comfortably from Mr. Douglas Baird’s 
Musa. Then at Stockbridge he accounted for bis 
only opponent in tbe Foal Stakes. 

He was not again saddled until the autumn, when 
lie was sent to Kempton Park to take part in tlie 
Imperial Produce Stakes, a race somewhat notable 
for upsets. In this. Flying P'ox sustained his first 
reverse, failing by a head to concede five pounds 
to St. Gris, a colt owned by Mr. Leoiiold de Roth- 
schild.

RELATING THE TRUE STORY OF MACGREGOR. 

Features of a Turf Problem Which Puzzled England 
in Years Long Gone. 



Turf history is probably not more inaccurate than 
tin* history of England. France. Russia or any other 
country that can 1m* mentioned, with the exception 
of Germany. The historians of the British turf are 
few in imniltor. and 1 am afraid that the majority 
of them have always lieen inclined to trust too 
much to hearsay. “The Druid” thought nothing 
of traveling a couple of hundred miles to verify a 
comparatively unimportant piece of information that 
had lM*en given to him, but we are still looking for 
someone worthy "to wear his mantle. Let me give a 
comparatively recent example of an erroneous state- 
ment that has 1m*cu made so frequently that nine 
lieoplc out every ten you moot implicitly believe it. 

1 read only a few days ago — and in a sporting 
paper, t**o — that “Sir Martin fell in the Derby of 
1909. which he ought to have won,” and the word 
“fell" is ap|H*ndcd to his name in some of the rec- 
ords of past racing. Now, as a matter of fact. 
Sir Martin did not fall in the ordinary acceptation 
of the term, lie pecked badly, so badly that his 
jockey was shot out of the saddle and landed 
amongst the people on the other side of the rails. 
The colt was probably nearly, if not quite, on to 
his knees and nose, but, as he galloped past the 
judge's box only a few lengths behind Minoru ami 
I^ouviers, it is quite certain that he did not fall. 
Yet the statement has lieen repeated so often, both 
verbally and in print, that “fell” will be generally 
appended to Sir Martin’s name in any reference to 
the King’s Derby which may be made fifty or a 
hundred years hence. It is nearly half a century 
since Macgregor. one of the best horses ever foaled, 
ran for the Derby, and with George Fordham on his 
back, and odds of 9 to 4 laid on him. failed to get 
nearer than fourth, behind two such animals as 
Palmerston and Muster, which were scarcely sec- 
ond rate. It is universally accepted that Macgregor 
owed his sensational defeat to having broken down. 
He did not break down, as I hope to allow by the 
following true story of bis career, for which 1 am 
indebted to my dear old friend the late James 
Waugh, who trained him. but 1 have little hope of 
correcting this popular error, and “Macgregor broke 
down” will probably be the accepted version so 
long as the turf exists. 

Macgregor was a hay colt by Macaroni out of 
Necklace, and his extraordinary racing ability was 
discovered early in bis career. In a recent article, 
entitled “some Memorable Trials.” I gave an ac- 
count in these col urns of the first question that 
Macgregor was ever asked, but will not ainilogize 
for briefly repenting it here in order to make this 
a complete record of his career. He and Sun- 

shine wer tried as yearlings with the four-year-old 
Miss Hayes, which was only asked to give twelve 
(Mtunds to each of the youngsters. The distance 
was only three furlongs, so it was no joke to lose 
a couple of lengths at the start, yet Macgregor 
did so. and then won as he liked. He was stabled 
with some of Mr. Merry's other horses at Gore 
Lanes, about half a mile from Russley. where the 
head lad lived, and the two teams used to meet 
on William's Downs each day. One morning 

Waugh noticed that the suspensory ligament of 
Macgregor’s off fore leg was enlarged, and im- 
mediately asked his factotum. ‘"What’s the mat- 
ter?” “Nothing” was the replv, but “nothing” 
looked to be decidedly serious, and “Take him away 
home” was the immediate order. This trouble 
arose in his yearling days, and gave an immense 
amount of anxiety to Waugli. This was partly the 
cause of his never running as a two-year-old, but 
It was more due. perhaps, to the fact that Sun- 
shine was carrying all lief ore her, and that Mr. 
Merry had a natural leaning towards a daughter 
of his tieloved Tbormanby. and was unwilling to 
deprive her of the chance of winning a single race. 
However, lie would have been brought out at Ascot 
as a two-year-old had lie not started coughing just 
prior to that meeting, and he was actually sent 
to Newmarket for tin* Middle Park Plate, but at 
the last moment the old fondness for Sunshine pre- 
vailed: her owner thought that her penalty would 
not stop her. and she was allowed to take her 
chance. This, as it turned out, was an unfortunate 
decision, as the filly would have Immmi saved a des- 
perate finish resulting in a dead heat, whilst Mac- 
gregor, which would have taken the seven-pound 
maiden allowance, whicli was a condition of the race 
in those days, must have run clean away from Fri- 
volity and Kingcraft. After the Middle Park 
Plate Macgregor was tried with Sunlight and having 
wen in a canter was kept at Newmarket for the 
Criterion Stakes, but his owner, knowing what a 
gem he |iossessed, was reluctant to allow otlK*r 
people to share tin* knowledge with him. and Waugh 
received a wire just iiefore the race that he was nut 
to run. This was a piece of really' good luck for 
the late Joseph Dawson, who won the race with 
Hester, for. as Sunlight finished only a length be- 
hind her. Macgregor would have only had to do an 
exercise gallop to win this stake, which was worth 
1,170 sovereigns. 

The real fact was that Mr. Merry, whose betting 
transactions were conducted on a colossal scale 
totally unknown in these days, had a great idea of 
winning the Derby with a “dark” horse, and was 
much inclined to trust to Sunlight for the Two 
Thousand Guineas and let Macgregor make his first 
public appearance on a race course at Epsom. Janies 
Waugh dissented strongly from these tactics, think- 
ing that the policy of “masterly inaction” had al 
ready l»eoii carried a great deal too far with the 
colt, and owing to his urgent representations on the 
subject Macgregor and Sunlight were again tried 



together. Once more the former made a hopeless 
example of his stable companion and Mr. Merry gave 
way ami decided that both should run. It is difficult 
to understand liis reluctance in the matter, it being 
evident that Macgregor possessed an even-money 
chance, whereas 40 to 1 was then his quotation in 
the market!. A difficulty about the jockey now 
arose. John Daley, who was a big-framed man 
with great length of leg, and built very much after 
the style of the late F. Archer, had for some time 
found great difficulty in keeping down his weight, 
and it seemed exceedingly doubtful whether he 
would manage to get down to the requisite 122 
pounds. Waugh was anxious that lie should ride and. 
knowing well how mueh Macgregor had in hand, 
was quite ready to allow him to declare a little 
overweight, hut. for some reason or other. Mr. 
Merry was resolutely determined not to give awav 
an ounce. Poor Daley walked and sweated as hard 
as it is possible for a man to do. but, in spite of 
the most desperate exertions, when tin* morning 
of the race arrived it was evident that J23 pounds 
was the lowest that he could possibly ride. This 
put Waugh in an awkward position, for lie was no* 
at all inclined to have to look about for a fres’i 
jockey at the last moment, whilst, on the other 
hand. Mr. Merry’s orders were so peremptory on 
the point that ho dare not allow Daley to declare 
even a jMumd overweight. However, the trainer 
escaped from the difficulty and managed to have 
his own way by a neat ruse. Aliout an hour prior to 
the time set for the decision of the race he said 
to his employer. “Don’t you think, sir, it would he 
a good thing for me to go down and saddle Mac- 
gregor and Sunlight at the New Stables, while yon 
see the jockeys weighed out? Mr. Merry at once 
assented to this, so Waugh escaped all responsibility 
in the matter and Daley was allowed to declare a 
pound overweight. 

The exhibition that Macgregor made of his op- 
ponents has never been equalled in my experience 
«ff the classic races. Though by no means a small 
colt he seemed somewhat dwarfed on that day by 
his tall, long-legged rider, but it was the most com- 
plete case of hare and hounds that I ever saw. and 
there can he small doubt that he might have won by 
a hundred yards had there l»een any object in al- 
lowing him to do so. Next came liis sensational race 
in a Biennial, distance a mile and a half, at Bath, 
and you will constantly hear t lint the Derby was left 
on the heights of Lansdown. This, however, is 
another i»opular error. The colt was sent to Bat’i 
at his trainer’s special request, as he felt that the 
travelling and a race would keep him light and en- 
able him to take a day or two's rest without detri- 
ment to his condition. The other thr«*e runners were 
Ganios. which won tin* Oaks in the following week. 
The Recorder and a filly by Trumpeter out of Lady 
Somerset, and they carried 119 pounds each. This 
made it out of tin* question for Daley to ride, so 
J. Griinshaw had the mount. Mr. Merry’s orders 
to him were, “’Be sure and lie well up, and don’t 
draw it fine,” hut the jockey, who had been mueh 
spoilt when riding light weights for the Marquis 
of Hastings in the palmy days of Danebury, and 
took many unwarrantable liberties in consequence, 
instead of keeping with his field, lay out of his 
ground in such extraordinary fashion that, about 
half a mile from home he must have been a good 
hundred yards behind Games. When Grimsliaw 
diii at last let Macgregor stride along the style iu 
which he closed up that apparently hopeless gap 
has probably never lieen equalled, except by Glad- 
iateur in the Ascot Cup of 1866, and Grimsliaw 
certainly did not “draw it fine.” as the verdict 
was one cl twelve lengths from The Recorder, the 
other two being pulled up before reaching the 
judges’ box. 

It is absolutely certain that this race did Mac- 
gregor no harm whatever, for, on the following 
Momlaj* at Epsom — two days before the Derby — 
ho did one of the liest gallops ever seen, making 
hacks of the two horses that were set to lead him. 
This disposed of the idea that running the colt at 
Bath cost him the Derby, and the statement, which 
one occasionally hears, that he was “got at’’ tin* 
night before the race is equally untenable. The 
building in which Mr. Merry’s horses stood at Ep- 
som coutaiued two (sixes with a stall in the middle. 
Joe Butters — now one of the most popular trainers 
at Newmarket, who subsequently married the eldest 
M iss Waugli — and auotlior lad slept in the tnixes. 
and Tass Barker was on sentinel duty outside until 
one o’clock in tin* morning, at which hour he was 
relieved by James Waugh, who remained until was 
time to take the horses out for their canters. Thus 
it will la* seen that any idea that Macgregor was 
“nobbled” falls to the ground, and it is equally 
certain that he did not break down in the race 
itself. He was sent home on the Thursday under 
the can* of Tass Barker and Tom Oliver, and was 
boxed at Dorking. The two custodians were talking 
ov« r tin* current re|*ort that the colt had broken 
down, and to show the absurdity of it. Tass very in- 
judiciously made the lad who was riding Macgregor 
trot him over the collide stones just outside the 
railway station. This was a severe test for a horse 
which had run a hard race on the preceding day, 
but he stood it gallantly, and stepped out as soundly 
as possible. Iu the hope of solving tip* mystery of 
his defeat, Mr. Bland, of Newbury, a well-known 
veterinary surgeon of that day. was at once sum* 
moiled to thoroughly examine him and wired to Mr. 
Merry at Epsom on the Friday. “Slight fever in 
laith fore feet.” This wire was shown to Matt 
Flews, the plater to the stable, whose terse com- 
ment, “lie’s a liar.” was a good deal more forcible 
than polite. » It is a curious fact that George Ford- 
ham’s usual confidence quite deserted him prior to 
this memorable Derby. lie sat in the weighing room 
looking pale and nervously biting his nails, and 
when Waugh tried to cheer liiui up by telling him 
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Hint lie could not |»ossihIy 1 m* beaten all the reply 
he could got was, “You never know; there’s no 
such thing ns a certainty.” This was a different 
spirit from that in which he had mounted Lord 
('1 if den, observing, “No one hut me knows how good 
this horse Is,” and made all the running on him 
in the Derby of 1863. and. had his confident** been 
less overweening upon that occasion. I »lo not think 
that the name of Macaroni would have figured »»r 
the list of Derby winner*. Tims the real' cans.* of 
Macgregor’s defeat is still wrap|M*d in app-iren*.’/' 
impenetrable mystery It is absolutely ••er’nf' 
that the cult went aliout the host gallop of tiis lifV 
on the Monday before the Derby, t lit ft lie was u- t 
“got at” in any way. and that he did n>d fine* 
down in the coarse of the race itself, .lam* ^ W • .h 
was never aide to offer any solution or the enigma, 
ami now that all the chief actors in what \ as 
really a turf tragedy have passed away it is . ry 
unlikely that the truth of the matter will ever c one 

to light. 

Relations had lieen somewhat strained Itetwcen 
Mr. Merry and liis trainer since the defeat of St. 
Mungo in the Cheater Cup of I860. On Waugh’s 
assurance that the three- year-old could not well 
Is* lieaten his owner backed him heavily, hut 
little Gradwell did not prove strong enough f > 
keep him straight, and when he was pulled up liis 
near side was badly ent and scored from having 
run for lengths in close contact with the rails, 
hut for which it is pretty certain that Knight 
of the Garter would have found the task of 
giving forty-three pounds to him a hopeless one. 
Macgregor’s defeat iq the Derby of the following 
year completed the rupture lietween employer and 
employe. Mr. Merry said on one occasion. “If you’d 
trained Sunshine she’ll have won all the classic 

races.” This was an unreasonable statement with 
regard to a filly which was not only touched in 

her wind, hut had met with a serious accident 
in the early part of lier three-year-old season. 
The trainer naturally deeply resented this imputa- 
tion upon Ids ability, and the hasty remark was 
the real cause of Macgregor never being aide to 
run again. Up to that time, knowing tin* weakness 
that had always existed in the suspensory liga- 

ment of his off fore leg, Waugli had lieen tender 
with him in his work, hut after the unmerited 

aspersion that bad lieen made with regard to his 
training of Sunshine he determined to leave no 
loophole for the same thing to he said again, 
so sent the colt along in his work just as though 
he had been perfectly sound, the almost inevitable 
result being that he speedily broke down. Mac- 
gregor was a short horse, standing a trifle high 
on the leg. lieing built muck on the line of St. 
Frusquin. His chief fault was that he was t**r- 
ribly straight in front, hut no one ever knew how 
good he really was, and a remark James Waugli 
one made to me. “I don’t know how much he could 
have given Sunshine.’’ is the best tribute to his 
extraordinary excellence. 

“The Droid” tells a capital story of Mr. Merry, 
lie was member for a good many years for a Scotch 
constituency — Falkirk Burghs, if my memory serves 
me — and was being severely heckled at one of the 
meetings of his constituents for having run a horse 
in France on a Sunday. There was no denying this 
serious impeachment, but his reply — “I did run a 
horse on a Sunday, hut he won. and I brought away 
a lot of French gold” — so appealed to the hearts of 
the canny Scotchmen that it was received with loud 
cheers, and their member left the hall “without a 
stain on his character.” There is no doubt that he 
was a difficult master to serve, which was abund- 
antly proved by his constant changes of trainers and 
jockeys. Of the latter who won* liis colors at one 
time or another it may truthfully be written that 
“their name was legion.” No jockey could be said 
to bo really associated with his stable. From first 
to last he carried off seven classic races. Ahlcroft. 
Daley. Webb, (’ustance, T. (’an non. L. Showdei; and 
T. Osborne each riding one of the winners of these, 
and this is a case to which I can find no parallel, 
lie bail a high opinion of the ability *»f “Speedy” 
Bayne, who won very often in his colors, hut he 
would not put him up in a Derby for fear of ridi- 
cule. There is no doubt that “Speedy” was an ex- 
cellent jockey, but he was a still better nerobat, 
and some of the feats lie accomplished in the latter 
lino were really remarkable. In the “sixties” lie 
constantly hmJc Cranbury. a fast horse, by Surplice 
out of Itosina. which developed a shockingly 1 >m*I 
temper, anil was exceptionally awkward at the 
starting |N»st. Bayne often used to dismount him 
there, and. asking Mr. McGeorge to drop his flag 
without paying any attention to the fact that lie was 
dismounted, would vault into the saddle as tin* horse 
dashed away. He was attempting this at the start 
of the Badminton Stakes at Bath, in 1867. but 
managed to land on old (’ra nlmry’s neck, ami to* 
was half-way borne — the distance of the race was 
only a half mile— before he managed to wriggh 
back into tin* saddle ami win by a half do/c^fl 
lengths. “Speedy” had accomplished an cv«*n nmrl 
remarkable acrobatic feat than this just prior to t)« 
Althorpe Bark Stakes of the preceding year. J ^ 
had the mount on Fitxroy. the property of Mr. Rich- 
ard Ten Broeck, and. whilst taking his preliminary 
canter, the bit broke and came out of the colt’s 
mouth. This was an awkward accident to liapi»eti 
anywhere, ami particularly so U]*on a cramped course 
like that at Northampton. alMiut which tin* public 
used to wander much as they liked. However, the 
jockey pro veil to be quite equal to the occasion, 
and. slinging himself round Fitzroy’s neck, put one 
hand over his nostrils, and managed to stop him. 

Bayne’s riding career was not a long one. and. 
some little time after it Imd terminated, he teok 
the place of coachman to a doctor at Oxford. 
His engagement in that capacity terminated abrupt- 
ly. His temper was a somewhat curious one. and. 
his master having incurred his displeasure, lie 
planned and carried out a novel scheme of re- 
venge. Having previously called at a neighbor- 
ing lunatic asylum with a sp<*cions story, he drove 
his master there and handed him over as a new 
patient. In vain the unfortunate doctor protested, 
and tried to explain matters. “Don’t pay any at- 
tention to him. he always says that.” was 
“Speedy’s” last remark as he departed with the 
brougham, and his master was detained for some 
hours before the truth came out. — Sydenham Dixon 
in London Sportsman.

Ixmis led Chicago and Dallas, the two opposing 
cities. The selection was made unanimous on mo- 
tion of Committeeman Cato Sells of Texas when it 
was apparent St. Louis had wou. The deciding bal- 
lot was: St. Louis. 28: Chicago, 15; Dallas. 9. On 

Hie first ballot St. Louis mustered 25 votes, Dallas 
4, and Chicago 12. Each city bid $100,000 for the 
big event. St. Louis and Dallas put up negotiable 
oln*oks for this amount, while Chicago submitted a 
pledge liy the Association of Commerce of that city 
to pay the sum to the committee on demand. Roger 
C. Sullivan of Chicago personally guaranteed the 
Illinois city’s offer. 

The following official communication covering 
operations on the western front was issued by the 
war office at Paris: In Belgium our artillery, in 

concert with the Belgian artillery, shelled an enemy 
work in the region of Ilet Sas. The work was shat- 
tered and two munitions depots were blown up. 
In Artois the artillery engagement became more 
pronounced in the course of the day. The bombard- 
ment was violent on both sides in the region of 
Givenchy, to the north of the Bois en Hache. where 
fighting with large bombs took place. In the sector 
of the road from Lille our artillery successfully 
shelled the enemy underground passages. In Cham- 
pagne the action continued for the possession of the 
advanced trench to the south of Saint Souplet. Oik* 
«*ounter attacks have already enabled us to regain 
a large i»art of the lost section. The Belgian official 
communication read: Positive indications permit 

of the conclusion that the extensive inundation in 
the region of the Yser has caused great difficulties 
to the opposing troops, who have abandoned, under 
the menace of the water, a great number of their 
advance works. 

A dispatch from Alexandria. Egypt, to New York, 
apparently i-onfirtnatory of the reiiort received by 
London Lloyds, that the oil tanker Com in uni paw 
was safe, was received yesterday by the Standard 
Oil office at New York. This message stated that 
the Coiumunipaw reached Alexandria on Sunday last 
and would sail for. New York on Tuesday. The 
dispatch came from Captain Nordstrom of the Com- 
munipaw, ami was given out by David T. Warden, 
manager of the foreign shipping department of the 
Standard Oil Coni|tany of New Jersey. “We are 
anxiously awaiting word from our vessel, the Petro- 
lite.” said Mr. Warden, “but have received no 
news except what we saw In the papers.” Whether 
a mistake has been made in reporting the Coinmuni- 
naw toriiedoed. or whether it was torpedoed after 
leaving Alexandria on its home voyage. Standard 
Oil officials can only conjecture. 

Unofficial information reaching Washington Tues- 
day night of the sinking of the American oil tanker 
C.unmunipaw off the coast of Tripoli has created 
grave apprehension in official circles, where the fear 
is expressed that Austrians may have begun a 
systematic campaign of destruction against the 
American oil ships engaged in carrying fuel oil 
to warships of the allies operating in the Dardan- 
elles. It is regarded as gravely significant that 
this report should come on the heels of an official 
dispatch from the commander of the United States 
cruiser Des Moines, now at Canea, Crete, telling of 
the attack by an Austrian submarine on the 
Standard Oil tanker Petrolite, which was fired on, 
but appears to have escaped. One member of the 
crew of the Petrolite is reported to have been 
wounded by the shell fire. 

The Sakmiki corres|*ondent of Reuter’s Telegram 
Company sends the following dispatch to London 
under date of Tuesday: Weather conditions having 

improved, the Bulgarians on Monday bombarded the 
entire British line at Strumuitza for the whole 
day. Then they launclied an infantry attack, which 
was repulsed, although the fighting on this front 
still continues. Whether the Bulgarians intend to 
press the attack, and what their strength is. it 
is difficult to establish at present. The British 
casualties thus far are reported as slight. At 
Krivolak there was an unimportant local engage- 
<nient between French and Bulgarian artillery on 
“londa.v. It is reported here that complications 
are threatened lietween Bulgaria and Turkey and 
that the distrust is increasing on both sides. 

Rnmors on La Salle street credit C. W. Pard- 
ridge with having cleaned up about $2,000,000 in 
grain and stock sales. That Mr. Pardridge had re- 
tufned to the market was not generally known until 
a few days ago. Then it developed that the old 
trader had quietly “come back” and bought heavily 
of liotb stocks and grains affected by the war. 
A few days ago lie began to unload, according to 
tlie reports, and his profits have mounted high. 
He is said to have cleared twenty cents a bushel 
on 4 . 000.000 bushels of wheat, fifteen cents a 
bushel on 3.000.00U bushels of corn, and five cents 
on 1.000.000 bushels of oats. His stock investments 
also are said to have been highly profitable. 

A search by two steamers, one a Greek and the 
other Italian. #at the spot near Tobrug, Tripoli, 
where the American oil steamer Coinmunipaw was 
sunk by a submarine, failed to reveal any sign of 
the tank ship or of survivors. These steamers 
were sent out as soon as word was received at Tro- 
lirug that a ship had been sunk. The Communipaw 
had aboard 15.000 tons of oil and had been held up 
at Genoa to settle a question concerning 2,000 tons 
of this oil. which the Italian authorities suspected 
might be contraband. The Communipaw was re- 
leased after a satisfactory explanation had been 
received and the American embassy at Rome had 
made representations to the Italian government. 

An ofBcial communication published at Petrograd 
says: Near the village of Krevo, south of the 

Viliya river, we shot down an enemy aeroplane 
and captured its occupants. In the region of the 
village of Janovka, northeast of the town of 



Buczacz. the enemy, protected by a violent artil- 
lery tire, endeavored to advance eastward, but was 
repulsed toward the village of Pelava. Equally un- 
successful were enemy attempts to attack our troops 
near the villages of Zayolvcrz and Fysclikovtze. 
in the Buczacz region. West of Lake Sventen and 
south of the Viliya. near the village of Tsebroff, 
northwest of Tarnopol. our scouting parties carried 
out successful reconnaissances. 

Following a successful appeal to the State Su- 
preme Court. State's Attorney Hoyne has reopened 
before Judge Windes the quo-warranto proceedings 
aimed to oust the union loop from the downtown 
district. Evideme that stocks and bonds amount- 
ing to $9 297.090 were issued by Charles T. Yerkes 
and his associates in organizing the loop company, 
w hile only $2,277,551 was spent in construction and 
equipment, will be placed before the court by the 
state's attornev. That the overcapitalization was 
so gross as to* warrant the forfeiture of the loop 
franchise on the ground of fraud is the contention 
of the state’s attorney. 

Congress was not in session yesterday. Both 
houses had adjourned over until Friday in order to 
complete the organization of working committees. 

The Cologne Gazette’s Constantinople correspond- 
ent says: The entente allies have begun a grand 

offensive at the Dardanelles, perhaps in consequence 
of Earl Kitchener's visit, but the Turkish authori- 
ties are inclined to believe that it only a bluff. 
Thirty entente allied aeroplanes attacked Usun Kue- 
prue.' au important military and railway center on 
the line from Constantinople to Ardiancple, throw- 
ing many bombs, but traffic on the line was main- 
tained. 

The German press treats the Ford peace mission 
only as a manifestation of American eccentricity. 
Local opinion is that the mission will have hut 
slight chance of exerting its efforts in Germany 
or other belligerent countries, in view of the fact 
that the passports of its members are good only for 
neutral countries. It would be possible, of course, 
for Germany to relax its regulations and permit the 
Ford party to enter Germany without passports, but 
in view of the German knowledge that the mission 
comes without official inspiration or the approval 
of Washington it is unlikely to do so. 

Final arguments in the salts against the North 
German-Lloyd Steamship Company for the failure 
of the steamship Kronprinzessin Cecelie to deliver 
$12,000,900 in bullion to consignees in England and 
France at the start of the war were made Tuesday 
in Boston before United States District Judge Hale. 
The plaintiffs are the National City Bank and the 
Gurauty Trust Company of New York, and two 
passengers. The plaintiffs contend the Ceoilie could 
have discharged her gold and passenegers before 
the war began. They seek damages. 

That Syria may be the battleground between the 
(Armans and Turks against the English forces pro- 
tecting Egypt is the belief of members of the 
Syrian colony in New York. News has come through 
devious channels to the Syrians in America that 
great preparations have been made in their home 
country for some sort of operations. Private ad- 
vices received here say that the Turks, with the 
assistance of German engineers, are pushing a rail- 
road toward Suez over 150 miles of desert, and are 
paralleling it with a water pipe line. 

Additional tugs were to be dispatched from San 
Francisco yesterday to the assistance of the dis- 
abled freighter Minnesota, in response to a radio- 
gram received late Tuesday night by Port Capt. 
C. W. Wiley, from Captain Garlick of the Minnesota. 
In his message Captain Garlick stated that although 
the wrecking vessel laqua and the tug Dauntless, 
seut last Friday to the aid of the crippled freighter, 
were standing by, more assistance was imperatively 
needed, as the Minnesota had beeu drifting help- 
lessly for three days. 

An Athens dispatch to the London Exchange Tele- 
graph Company says that, according to the Greek 
papers. Col. H. I). Napier, the late British mili- 
tary attache at Sofia, lias been taken off a Greek 
steamer by a German submarine near Mesina. A 
British official re|»ort received tonight says that 
Capt. Arthur Stanley Wilson, member of parliament 
for Yorkshire, has been made a prisoner of war. 

Word has been received at Buenos Aires that a 
British cruiser has captured the steamer Winne- 
bago. It is also reported that a British cruiser 
has captured on board the steamer Yauban a Ger- 
man officer who, it is alleged, was involved in 
certain affairs in the United States, from which 
country he made his escape. 

A San Antonio. Texas, dispatch says that fourteen 
Mexican women were executed December 5 at Casas 
Grandes by Villa military authorities on charges 
that they were spies for Carranza, say advices re- 
ceived tonight at the Carranza consulate. All were 
stood up against an adobe wall in one line and shot 
by a long firing squad. 

Hugo Hahn, manager of the German-American 
bank in Mexico City, made a statement Tuesday 
relative to the money transactions of that institu- 
tion with the former Mexican government. He 
denies the German institutions tried in any way to 
bring about difficulties between the United States 
and Mexico. 

One hundred thousand dollars has been distributed 
among servants and other employes of P. A. B. 
Widener. traction magnate and art collector, who 
died last month. This was confirmed yesterday by 
the lieneficiaries. who received amounts ranging 
from $1,000 to $23,000. 

Fort Cogneiee, one of the most important features 
of the old defenses of Namur, Belgium, has lieen 
completely destroyed by au explosion, according to 
the newspaper Echo de Beige. The explosion is said 
to have caused the death of eighty German soldiers. 

Secretary Lane announced yesterday that he had 
approved orders of designation which have brought 
under the operation of the 220-acre homestead law 
about 950,000 acres of land in Colorado, Idaho, Mon- 
tana, Oregon and North Dakota. 

That England, against the wishes of her allies, 
favors the withdrawal of the expeditionary forces 
from the Balkans, was strongly hinted following 
yesterday’s session of tlie allies’ war council. 

The admiralty announces in London that the 
British steamer Commodore has been sunk. All the 
members of the crew excepting the cook were saved.

‘‘One frequently bears the remark that a horse- 
man is of necessity a gambler,” remarked a man 
who has had much to do with both running and 
trotting horses. “I maintain that there are many 
men connected with racing who should no more 
lie classed in the gambler’s category than the aver- 
age merchant who buys or sells merchandise. We 
are all gamblers, if it comes to that, even though 
we never turn a card nor hazard a dollar on the re- 
sult of a trial of speed between horses. 

“I recall one horseman who gambled to some pur- 
pose. and no one could find anything in the tran- 
saction to question. Some years ago there was a 
colored trainer of thoroughbreds named Albert 
Oooiter, who was uncommonly skillful in his pro- 
fession. 

“He bandied large strings of thoroughbreds at 
various times for such men as the late George L. 
Hearst and ‘Lucky’ Baldwin, also James It. Keene, 
and it was while training for tlie last-named turf- 
man that he made the gamble which brought him 
more money than he ever expected to possess at one 
time. 

“Cooper was training a few of the Keene horses, 
when he saw a yearliug colt in one of the summer 
sales that he fancied, and he determined to take a 
chance and buy him if he did not go too high. The 
voungster was a chestnut in color, and was by 
H viler All out of Glorianne, by Joe Daniels. 

‘“On the dav of the sale Cooper learned that— 
Johnny Sheridan, a capable exercising boy. who was 
ranidlv becoming too heavy to ride, was thinking of 
bidding on the colt, and before Auctioneer Easton 
oiled for a bid on the opening lot the colored 
trainer and the youthful Irish- American lad had 
• 1 -reed to buy the yearling in partnership. For- 
tunately for ‘them nobody else fancied the big. 
liiinlieriug fellow particularly, and they became 
b?s U owner for something under $400. 

“Win'd be was broken that fall lie didn t show 
a nettling phenomenal, and he was permitted to run 
if,' n a I ff paddock near the upper turn. He 
mV. icd it in every sense of the word, his coat 
unkempt and his mane and tail full of burrs. 

*"tie was a sorry looking prosi>ect and wouldn t 
H. ” hroiurht $100 at auction. He also fell lame, 
vfhen winter set in the colt was forgotten by all but 
Ws owners, who kept him out of view. His name 
WMs nevcr mentioned in the newspaper reports from 
the training headquarters.

black colt and another. Mr. Keene had made ar- 
rangements with the wizard of Brighton to train 
jSSSEFSil El Telegrafo, and friends of Cooper say 



there were tears in his eyes as he watched the pair 
depart. 

“Mr. Keene on his weekly visits always told the 
colored man of Domino’s progress and prohesied a 
great record for the youngster. In his opinion he 
was the best horse that he had ever owned, and 
those who heard him make this remark at once re- 
called that S|>cndthrift and Foxhall had both borne 
the white and blue spots. He asked Cooper if he 
had heard anything remarkable in the way of trials 
at Gravesend or Sheepsliead Bay. 

“ ‘No, boss, nothing out of the ordinary,* was 
Albert’s reply; but all the time be was putting bis 
big colt through bis work in deadly earnest, most 
of tlie trials being before anybody else was astir. 

‘‘The season opened at Gravesend in those days, 
and Domino flashed ui>on the turf horizon like a 
meteor, winning au overnight race as his maiden, 
and following this a few days later with a dazzling 
victory in the Great American Stakes, worth $18,675 
to the winner. The Great Eclipse, the richest stake 
event at Morris Park, worth $16,750, was won with 
consummate ease by the black whirlwind and tlie 
turf enthusiasts were already proclaiming hint the 
champion of his age and year. 

“Mr. Keene spent the greater part of every Sun- 
day looking at the colt. Somebody finally told the 
Wall street man that his own trainer. Cooper, had 
a fast two-year-old of his own, and one Sunday, 
after he had* feasted his eyes on Domino, Mr. Keene 
drove to the colored trainer’s quarters and chided 
him for concealing his unnamed prodigy. 

“ ‘I didn’t know, boss, whether you’d care to look 
at a foah hundred dollar boss.’ 

“The instant the big colt had been posed by bis 
part owner-trainer under the shaile of a big apple 
tree that stood in the paddock the veteran recog- 
nized something in the colt’s make-np that betoken- 
ed class — that indefinable quality which makes some 
men and some horses greater than others of their 
species. ^ ... 

“How much do you want for him. Cooper?’* qtrar- 
ied Mr. Keene, as his critical eye took in the superb 
colt’s outlines. 

“ ‘He’s not for sale, boss,’ was Cooper’s quiet 
reply. 

“ ‘What are you going to do with him?’ was the 
next question Mr. Keene propounded. 

“ ‘Win a few small stakes, boss, and then ‘‘pint” 
him for the Futurity.’ said Cooper. 

“ ‘Don’t you know that Domino’s in the Futurity? 
What would your colt do with him?’ queried Mr. 
Keeue. 

‘ ‘Nothin’ boss.’ was Cooper’s quiet reply, ‘except 
just run a wav and hide from them.’ 

“This was too much for Mr. Keene, who exploded. 
The colorisl man waited till the storm had passed 
and then, facing his employer, he said: 

“ ‘You’re a rich man, boss, and 1 am a poor col- 
ored man training some of your horses. You all 
think Domino's the fastest boss in the world. I 
don’t. You all want me to put a price on that colt, 
and I savs he’s not for sale. But. boss, tell you 
what I’ll ‘do. I’ll run you boss again boss tomorrow 
morning to see who takes both of them.* 

‘‘This startling proposition staggered the million- 
aire, who looked at Cooper. The colored man’s face 
was stern and he stood stolidly with his short, stout 
legs braced determinedly. Mr* Keene did not take

up the defi, but the next morning he saw the chest- 
nut colt work an amazing trial. lie had the boy 
and tlie saddle weighed, and realized that Cooper 
possessed a horse of undoubted quality. 

“The following Sunday he was at the course once 
more and looked over the big son of Hyder Ali. 
The Futurity that year would be worth more than 
$50,000 to the winner and it had been an almost 
foregone conclusion that Domino could pick up all 
his penalties and win until this comparatively nil 
known colt of Cooper’s turned up. It would be a 
stroke of enterprise to get him out of the way, and 
the reseult was an offer of $20,000, which Cooper 
declined without an instant’s hesitation. 

“ ‘Give you $25,000. Cooper,’ called the turfman 
as he stepped into his trap to be driven to the rail- 
road station that evening. 

“ ‘No, thanks, boss,’ was the colored man’s reply 
as he turned away. 

“That night, however. Johnny Sheridan and 
Cooper talked it over till well into the morning 
hours, and the boy was in favor of selling if the 
offer should be raised to $30,000. It was a lot of 
money, he urged, and horse racing was uncertain — 
many a fast horse being of tlie morning glory vari- 
ety, although they both felt that their champion 
was of the simon pure brand. 

“Mr. Keene had determined upon owning the 
chestnut colt and two days later he appeared at 
the course and bought him for $30,000, naming him 
Hyderabad and leaving him in charge of Cooper, 
who wanted to wager $5,000 that liis pet would 
finish in front of Domino in the Futurity if both 
started and there was no declaration. 

“Hyderabad was what you could term an unlucky 
horse. He had the speed of a meteor, but he never 
won but one race in the Keene colors. That was 
the July Stakes at Monmouth Park, worth $6,795. 
He ran a dead heat at the same meeting with Henry 
of Navarre for second place in the Sapling Stakes, 
conceding the handsome colt that afterward proved 
to lie a champion seven pounds. He was second a 
numlier of times that year and in all earned about 
$ 11 , 000 . 

“In the Futurity he ran coupled in the betting 
with Domino and fell, Domiuo winning to the dis- 
gust of Cooper, who maintained to his dying dav 
that Hyderabad would have won but for the mishap. 
Fitzpatrick, who rode the colt and who has also 
passed away, told his friends that Hyderabad was 
going great guns when be was thrown.”
